Why Fast? 

In seminary I had a wise old philosophy professor named Fr. Fabian. We 
called him “Fabes.” Fabes was a man of great wisdom. For example, when 
someone fell asleep in class because they were not taking proper care of 
themselves, he would say, “You are not an angel. You are a mind-body-soul 
composite. Go to bed. ” Then he would tell the student, “Take care of your 
body. It affects the state of your mind and soul. ” 

That helps makes sense of why we fast. Disciplining our appetite for food 
affects the soul. Willpower over the body strengthens willpower over the 
mind. By properly moderating our food, we gain mastery of both body and 
soul. This is a time to ask, “Do I snack constantly and allow my appetite to 
control my life, or do I have mastery over my appetite? Does the food I eat 
really nourish my body so that it is healthy? ”

One goal of fasting is “to keep the heart light,” yet not exhaust the body. 
Fasting can be a way to do Spring cleaning of the heart, a time to clear out 
things cluttering the heart. Fasting helps us to consider what really satisfies 
the heart. If our heart is always satiated with food or drink, then we may not 
be aware of the deeper hunger for God. St. Augustine said, “You have made 
us for Yourself, O Lord, and our hearts are restless until they rest in you. ” 

A clear heart helps us pray. Thus, we fast before receiving Eucharist. The 
taste buds sharpen with hunger. The one hour fast helps us to focus our 
hunger on the Bread of Life and taste its beauty. Fasting intensifies prayer. 

During Lent we are asked to abstain from meat. Some churches eat a simple 
soup supper. The goal is to eat simply. Obviously, the spirit of the day calls 
for us to not be feasting and drinking as we might do at other times of the 
year. We should consider how to keep the Fish Fry simple, and in general 
how we could refrain from drinking alcohol or going out to bars. Otherwise, 
Lent loses its punch. 

There is also a connection between fasting and almsgiving. The Didascalia 
Apostolorum (“Teaching of the Apostles”) describes how poor Christians 
gave alms: “Christians having nothing to spare will fast and bring to their 
brothers and sisters what they would have spent for food on that day. ” Thus, 
fasting expressed mercy. 

St. Peter Chrysologus said, “Fasting is the soul of prayer, mercy is the 
lifeblood of fasting. . . . If you pray, fast; if you fast, show mercy; if you want 
your petition to be heard, hear the petition of others.. . . However much you 
cultivate your heart, root our vices, show virtues, if you do not release the 
springs of mercy, your fasting will bear no fruit. ” Let your Lenten fasting 
bear fruit!
